Came to Be Written. 


When the Deanery of St. Patrick’s 
fell to Swift, he regarded it as a te 
compense ill-proportioned to his de 
serts, and as a provision uncongenial 
to his taste; but he accepted it as s 
refuge after the wreck of all his 
hopes. He came to Ireland, then, 
filled with that hatred for her soil 
which made him, in spite of the uc. 
cident of Irish birth, ever cling to 
his English parentare disappointed 
with the result of all his efforts, his 
weapon of satire sharpened by the 
bitterness of political strife; and 
hopeless of the future. The one ele. 
ment of his genius which now over. 
shadowed all others was its sarcastic 
force; and that sarcasm found abun- 
dant food amidst his new surround- 
ings. The glaring wrongs of Ireland, 
the contemptuous indifference of 
English statesmen; the pettiness of 
the circle around him; the waste, the 
misery, the oppression—all these 
burned into a spirit only too read 
to lash itself into rage, and to wrec 
its anger on the nearest victim. Dur- 
ing all 
banishment, he was in constant cor- 
respondence with those in England 
whose genius was the one redeoming 
feature of the time to him, but who, 
himself, looked on the new 
world around them with profound 
disgust. 

The first subject that drew him 
back to activity was the wrong suf- 
fered by Ireland. . . His indigna- 
tion first found voice in a pamphlet 
on the “Use of Irish Manufactures,” 
and it presently seized on a still more 
available tonic, present by a scan- 
dalous job in connection with the 
copper coinage of Ireland.

| A great awe should be upon us as 
we read or write or think upon these 
things. Behold the Son of God yields 
ing Mitmsef for our sakes to sinful 
men, See the hatred of men to God 
and the proof that tie carnal mind is 
ehinity against God. As they came to 
jtake Him in the garden He went to 
tieet them, saying, “Whom seek ye?” 
To their reply “Jesus of Nazareta” He 
isaid “Tam, and they went backward 
and fell to the ground. He aliowed 
'them to rise to approach Him again 
jand to take Him and bind Him and 
lead Him away to Annas and then to 
Caiaphas., Ail the disciples forsook 
Him and fled, but a young man folk 
lowed, having just a linen cloth about 
his naked body, whien he left in the 
hands of his pursuers as they tried to 
lay hold of him, and he fled naked. 
We shall have to ask Mark who that 
young man was, as he a.one records it 
(Mark xiv, 51, 62). It was an oppor- 
tunity of fellowship with Jesus which 
he, like the others, missed. Simon 
Peter and John returned and followed 
\Jesus, John going in to the palace of 
the high priest, for he was known to 
him, but Peter remaining witout un- 
til John spoke to the maid that kept 
the door and brought in Peter. Then 
he sat with the servants and warmed 
himself at their fire.
